The Labrador Coast. 
The I.abra<lor coast on the At'antie, 
from th(> Straits of llelle Isle north to 
Labrador reef, the eastern point of 
Ungava bay, belonj^s to .Newfound- 
land. I'art of L n^ava, now New Que- 
bec, which was lately added to the 
Province of Quebec, was at one time 
called tho Labrador I'euiUBula. The 
Atlantic coast Is bold and rugged, and 
Is washed by an Icy Arctic current, 
which Is responBlbli) for Its low mean 
annual temperature of 24 decrees i-^- 
renhelt. The permanent coast popula- 
tion is small and composed largely of 
half-breeds, but there Is a summer 
migratory population of some SO.oiM) 
engaged in the shore flaheries, which 
are remarkably prodnctlve. Labrador 
waa probably flrst dlscoTered by the 
Norsoawn <ahaut 1,000, rediscovered 
by the CahoU In 1M7, snd waa early 
(roqnented by Basque fishermen and 
latsr by Brotona, wko toaadod In 1&20, 
a town oallod Broat la Bradore bay, 
tho ralpa at wklek may stlU be- seen. 
Tko ponlnsala was ti^uisfsrred by the 
treaty of Paila (HM) to Oraat Brit- 
ain, aad the seatk aad oaat akores 
wore haadod to Nowfooatflaad.

There are two methods by which 
crnaturt's keep their boaringR One is 
b> lici'plng in mind the points of the 
cunipa!<.<i This may be done by actual 
uxe or a compaaa^ as on the ocean, or 
III cirrp forests, sr fey aetlac stars er 
the sun. 

The second method IgnorpR the 
points of tliti coinpaHs and relies on a 
single point, the !<t:irtinf; point. This 
is the natural nii ihod used by birds, 
Insects, ll.-ih, as well n.i four fooled ani- 
mals and sav^iK"'"- Only more or less 
chllizfd man uces the points of the 
c'oinpasH, and he usually ust-s them 
rliiinHlly. Indeed, men often Income 
hopelessly lost through their inability 
u< make use of tfes ooapass tfesy bavs 

with Ihem 

The remarkable feature of the 
iiainn 1 ni llmd is the amount of In- 
stinrtive geometry It involves. A biid 
or li.-'h will travel through unfamiliar 
territory . changing Its dlre< ti(iti many 
tlme.s, and yet when it wants tu go 
home it wUl head tsr tt -OB a "bee 
line." 

As lonp as the creature keeps on a 
straight line he has only lo face about 
in order to And his way home. As 
soon as he dianges his oourse, a prob- 
lem of geometry is involved With 
eneh turn the problem bwonies more 
and more complicated and the strain 
on the memory more surprising. 

It may be this subconscious strain 
on the memory that brings aniroalu 
back to their starting points. Or It 
may be that with each turn the crea- 
ture makes its nosclas Instinctively 
register In the brain the exact amouat 
of deviation from the air line home. 

Foxes and wolves have a central 
point, either the place of their birth, 
or a cave or burrow where they have 
spent considerable time Even when 
this becomes uninhabitable they are 
known to appear periodically, gase at 
It and whisk oft again. Children 
would all take to the natural method 
and do pretty well with It If It were 
not for their early training regarding 
the Qolnts of the compass. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that persons who have what is known 
as a "bad sense of direction" have 
also "Imaginary maps" In their minds 
An Imaginary map is really a set of 
false Ideas as to where they are. 

Ask a person to make a pencil mark 
representing the place he Is in. and 
then indicate the direction of other 
cities, and even distant buildings and 
streets in his own town. If theee 
points are fairly accurate you may be 
sure that this person Is not one who 
is easily confused, no matter where 
he is. 

With as many as 30 per cent, you 
will find the maps are rldienlous. 
Many people doat really kBO% which 

I way the center of the town lies or 

I the grocer's. To many persons Chi- 
cago is west of New York, and Snn 
Francisco still farther west, but Japan 

I and China to them are on the other 

I side of Etirope. 

I These "Imaginary maps" which con- 
fuse us all onr lives are the result of 
our lessons la geography. We are 
taught this science long before It In- 
terests us, and we talk glibly about 
east and Dorth without at the same 
lime placing them In our minds. 

A geography teacher should get the 
point! of the oonpaas la the chlMreB's 
Tniiuii as regards their desks and the 
schoolhouse before a sisgle mi^ is 
»hii\wi. Then from tline to time the 
teacher can tsat the mental map sb 
It grows in sedi child's head, and cor- 
rect the Imaginary features baforv

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BIsnched Oasheen Shoots Are Some- 
• hing Like Asparagus, Wl*.h Deli- 
cate Flavor Which Is Bugqeet- 

Washington. The newly Introduced 
vegetable, tbe daaheen, which resem- 
bles the potato and Is a peculiarly su/ 
able crop for oar southern sutes, has 
been experimented with by scientists 
of the department of agriculture, who 
now give the details of a special way 
In which It may be forced, lly forcing 
and blanching the shooU of this tu- 
ber crop (which originally is grown 
like the potato), the scientists have 
obtained a new tender delicacy for 
the table, which may be used much 
like asparagus, while its flavor is sug- 
gestive of mushrooms. 

Several ways of forcing and blanch- 
ing the shoots of this vegetable have 
beeti tried, and satisfactory shoots 
luive been grown iu all ^hese waya. 
in one of tbe experiments blanching 
was accomplished by keeping the 
shoots covered with aand. In other 
experiments by the department, a 
frame covered with several thick- 
ne>^>:.'H of burlap was used. The boxes 
In which these experiments were car- 
ried on were placed In a greenhouse 
on a bench that was supplied with 
bottom heat. 

Where the production of shoots on 
a large scale Is desired, other IMthods 
are more suitable. Those are de- 
scribed In a circular Just Issued by 
I lie office of foreign seed and plant 
Introduction, entitled: "The Forcing 
and HlanchliiK of Dasheen Shoots." 
The office will snjiply the bulletin to 
anyone that requests It. Requests 
should be addressed to the V. S. l>e- 
partnient of Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C 

The new circular gives a number of 
illustrations, one of which shows a 
bed of (lasheens In a greenhouse at 
Hattlo ('reek. .Mich There Is a board 
covering shown in the course of con- 
struction which is for the purpose of 
blanching the alKX)t8. This Is prac- 
tically light proof, and should have 
sides from 18 to 24 Inches high. The 
temperature inside this should be 
about 70 degrees F. The soil (or 
Hand) should bo a little warmer, say 
tiO degrees. To obtain this tempera- 
ture ii Is best to partially laalSBe ttB 
space l>eneath the bed. 

To obtain the shoots, corms of the 
dasheen, weighing two to three pounds 
or more, are planted in a fairly warm 
place In very moist sand or sandy 
soil. "Cerm" Is tbe term osed to de- 
scribe the bulb-like root of the plant, 
as "tuber" Is used to describe that of 
the potato A half-and-half mixture 
of sand and ordinary potting soil has 
given good results. The corms are 
just covered, the terminal bud being 
at the surface. Provision must be 
made for keeping the shoots in total 
daVkne.Ks from ihe lime tliey heKln to 
grow. Water should be supplied often 
euoiiKh to keep the sand or soil con- 
tinuously moist 

The lirst crop of shoots Is usually 
ready for cutting in lo 40 .lays af- 
ter planting. tYora six to tun cut- 
lings can be made ut intervals of 10 
to 14 days, dependlnK upon tempera- 
ture and the nize of tlie coriiis useu. 
The shoots are ciit close to the corm. 
and as far as pruci it-able, bi fore the 
leaves begin to cNiiainl The) will 
then usually be 8 It; 1 !■ ii'.( !;es long. 

.After tile conns bet (inie exhausted, 
which Is indicated by the weak growth 
of the siiools. Uiey are discarded. 

Out of doors In a warm region, as in 
Florida, the corms may be plante.l In 
rows in sandy noil ami the shtiots 
blanched by ridging the soil as growth 
progresses. Instead of ridging the 
soil, boards may be used, as In blanch- 
ing celery, but the shoots must not 
at any stage of their growth be ex- 
poseti lo light for any eoasidsrable 

length of time 

The shoots have been found to keep 
'.ell for sevei al days, if in u cool tiry 
place. As they are very Mireiilent. 
however, It Is b.-tter that llie period 
of storage be very liiiiiteil not over 
two to four days when avoi.lable. .\ 
little ventilation is neces^aiv liiit a.-f 
the shoots soon wilt if evupoialion is 
too rapid, a parali'med pu|ier tUmuld 
be used in wrapping and a slight open- 
ing left. 

SometiiiK's, when the shoots are 
to be kelit for only a day or Iwn l .-tere 
using It may be advi!';i!>U) lo wrap 
lirst In wet paper ami ili. n with par 
uliliied paper, especially If the place 
where they aSS tO.bS kept IS BBt «UU 
cool enough. 

A special method of rooking is re- 
qulreil tor blanched dasheen shouts, 
In 0 d' r tti destroy a slight bitterness 
uf tui^U'. They should never be tasted 
raw. 

The following recipes, although pre- 
pared with a good deal of care, are 
not considered as final, and it la hoped 
that housewives aad others will try 
mod in cations of thsa:
